THE GOVERNMENT“ S CRITICS. 

LONDON, December 17.—The Times in a 
leading article on the Irish question says the 
foliowers of the Government are embarrassed 
and for the most part do not know what to 
say, while afew are bold enough to express 
their regret at the line their leaders have pur- 
sued. Whitbread, one of the most respect- 


ed Liberals in the House of Commons. speak- 
ing at Bedford last night, described vividly 
the reign of terror that had left no honest 
calling safe inalarge part of Ireland, and 
avowed bis feeling that the sad time had 
come when the Government might 
be compelled to use coercion. There 
had been Liberal Governments before the 
present Government embarrassed by Irish 
difficulties, butthey had not been slack to 
do what they could to assert the authority of 
the law. The contrast between the spirit of 
those times and the spirit prevailing is little 
to the credit of the Government or that of 
ibe present generation. One of the worst 
evils conse quent upon the (iovernment’s at- 
titude is the effect it must have on the popu- 
lar reception in Ireland of their remedial 
legislation. 

It is imperatively necessary this legislation 
should be received as the satisfaction of jus- 
tice, but it is too provable it will be received 
as a concession to lawlessness with which the 
Government did not venture to grapple. If 
the arbitrary demands are not granted in the 
form in which they have been mid, it will 
still be said that what is given is the result of 
the demonstration of the irresistible power of 
the people determined to have their own way. 
Most false and foolish notions will thus be 
confirmed in the brain ofthe Irish peasant. 
The shortcomings of the Government thus 
threaten us with arecurrence of difficulties 
in the future, for their conduct will encourage 
a repetition of the tactics with which they 
have not attempted to grapple.

ARTIFICIAL ICE. 


The Process of Manufacture—Wherein 
it is Superior to Native Product. 
New Orleans Cor. of the Chicago Times. 


In this sctentific age, there is no telling 
what wonder will next startie the people. 
Science is bold and persistent, and will never 
rest so long as Nature has unrevealed secrets 
which, if known, would add to man’s happi- 
yess. Careful observation in Nature's labor- 
atory has already done much for humanity, 
and yet the work is only partially done. It 
has gone on steadily, and quite as fast as the 
wants of the human family have demanded. 
The discoveries and inventions of the age in 
which we live would have been of little use 

nd illy appreciated a thousand years ago. 
But, as — advances, the necessities 
of the buman family increase, and, a3 neces- 
sity isthe motber of invention, we suppose 
she bas many children yet unborn. 

One great drawback tothis semi-tropical 
climate had, fora long while, been the lack 
otice—a comfort so highiy prizedin the 
Nortb during the beated season. It is not 
only a comfort, but in many cases a necessity, 
for the want of which health and life have 
been wasted. To ship this commoditya 
thousand miles or more was not only very 
expevsive but wastefulto the material itself. 
The 2 was so costly that only the 
wealihier people could afford the lummry. 
Hence man sought to know what laws of 
chemistry nature used in turning liquids 
into solids, and was not slow in discovering 
the secrets. The result ts the production of 
ice in tropical climates that in many respects 
is equal and in some respects superior to the 
original article. 

There is ae ina block of ice that is 
made in the old-fashioned way to attract at- 
tention, but when we look upon a block made 
in the new-fashioned way we naturally enough 
want to see how the thing is done; and so, 
led dy this feeling of curiosity, we found our 
way tothe ice works of the Louisiana Com- 
pany, located on Tchoupitoulas street, near 
Louisianaavenue. Wewere met by the 
gentiemanly superintendent, Mr. Michaelis, 
who very kindly took us through the estab- 
lishment and explained the process of ice- 
makinginthe minutest detail. The works 
are very large, covering several acres of 
ground, and costing nearly one-half million 
of dollars. 
lt is difficultto describe a — wre ry opera- 
tion so as to be clearly comprebeaded, but if 
the reader will carefully follow us we will 
endeavor toput before him the process of 
manufacturing ice in such a way as to give a 
tolerably fair understanding ef it. And first 
let us dismiss the notion so common that 
something is put into the water to make it 
freeze. Inthe making of ice Nature's modus 
operandi is followedas closely as possible. 
Now, when Nature would freeze water she 
does not put anything init, but rather takes 
outof it something—viz.: heat: and when 
the heat is taken out the work is done. ' 

All that is desired, then, in turning water 
into ice ia to get the heat out of the water. 
and when this is done the ice remains. Hence 
the Carre machine—six of which are used by 
the Louisiana Ice Company—+ts an instrument 
to performtbis work. The first thing we see 
are the immense pumping engines, which are 
used to pump the water from the Mississippi 
iitver from which ice is made. This water is 
placed into two large tanke, and thence is 
sent to the steam-boilers. The steam which is 
generated is used, first, for the running of the 
machinery in the establishment, and second, 
is carried in large quantities to the condens- 
ing tanks. HKvery particle of water that is 
used for ive is distilled before it goes into the 
moulds. This fact alone will be recognized 
as of great worth in giving the finest kind of 
ice. This is one great advantage that artiu - 
cial ice has over all other. 

The ice-machine proper consists of anam- 
monia-boiler, a fliquefactor, an exchanger, a 
receiver, an absorber and congcealears. In 
the boiler some 600 gallons of ammonia is 
placed, and within this ammonia are 180 feet 
of coiled pipe, through which the steam pass- 
es to heat the ammonia in order to separate 
the gas. This ammonia-gas is then driven 
into the liquefactor, where it becomes hqui- 
dated. Thence it passes into the receiver. 
and from there goes into congealers. The gas 
is then distributed into thirteen parts, when 
it takes back the gaseous form it had before 
its condensation. 

In this expanded state it absorbs the heat 
from the salt-water baths, into which the 
molds containing the distilled water, out of 
which the ice is made. are placed. This dis- 
tilled water readily freezes by coming in con- 
tact with the cold salt water. 

These sait-water baths are kept in constant 
commotion by the use of agitators, soas to 
| event the salt fecm falling to the bottom. 

cvery,one who has frozen ice cream knows 
that the process is very similar, and the prin- 
ciple involyed is precisely the same. Thatis, 
we do not put anything fn the cream to freeze 
it, but we put the cream into the ice, so that 
the exterior cold will eliminate the heat in 
the cream. 

After these molds containing the distilled 

rater are placed iu the salt-water baths ft 
Aakes about twelve hours to freeze them, The 
cakes of ice that are taken from the mold 
weigh 100 pounds. 
each copgealer, and as they have six machines 
ruvning night and day, they turn out about 
118 tors of ice in every twenty-four hours. 


The blocks of ice are eleven inches thick and 


twenty-seven mches long. They have mold- 


ed blocks that weigh 1,500 pounds, and even 


as Leavy ar two tons. The compary took the 
first premium at the late Missouri State Fair, 
held at St. Louis. Oftentimes they will put 
a fish or some oddity in the water before it is 
frozen, which adds to its beauty and novelty. 
The ice sellg for $58 per ton at whelesaie, and 
is retailed at $11 and $12 per ton. 


A Real Sea Worm. 
From the New York World. 


A gigantic sea-worm has been taken by 
some long-line fishermen, among some sea 
Wrack, on one oftheir cod hooks off Dunrob- 
in Castle, Golspie, N. B. This worm, whose 
existence is knownto scientific naturalists, 
is butvery seldom seen or heard of by the 
general public. This specimen, now alive 
in the aquarium in the Duke of Sutherland’s 
museum at Dunrobin Castle, is only 
about five feet long but it is probable that he 
has not uncelled imself to his full length. 
In 4 * he is flat, likearibbon, and only five 
or six lines in width, of a brown violet color, 
smooth and shining like varnished leather. 
W ben full grown this remarkable worm is 
stated on excellent authority§ to attain the 
leneth of from forty to ninety feet. Fishermen 
not unfrequently haul in as much as thirty 
fathoms in lengt , butitis very rare to see 
him extended his whole . os his 
habit is so oli himself up into a heap of knots 
and when in this |rall-shape to take up his 
babitation under stones and in the hollows of 
rocks.

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How a Couple of Eastern Lads Put ina 
. st Small Crop.

Isaac Cathgart, a well-dressed and good - 


| looking lad, sixteen years old, living at No. 


37 1-2 Pavonia avenue, Jersey City, and Al- 
bert Meyer, aged seventeen ag | of No, 347 
Erie street, Jersey City, were soners be- 
fore Justice Murray, in the Tombs Co yes- 
terday, accused of embezzlement. eyer 
appeared to be a very shrewd and knowing 
lad for his years,and was dressed in costly 
garments, but in rather poor taste. A paste 
diamond ornamented his scarf. Cathgart’s 
manners were prepossessing, and his bearing 
was rather child-like and innocent. The 
story of the arrest is interesting. Cathgart, 
previous to his foolish adventures, was 
a clerk in the employ of Van Dyck & Wil- 
liams, brokers, at No. 66 change 
place. On November 15 he was intrusted with 
casbing a check for $2,800 on the Third Na- 
tional Bank, his employers having no reason 
to doubt his honesty. Hours passed without 
the boy returning, so that the suspicions of 
the firm became aroused. On investigation it 
was learned that he had been paid the amount 
of the check and hadnot returned to his home. 
The police were at-once given notice, and it 
was found that Cathgart had fled with Meyer. 
Subsequent confessions of the two lads show 
that Cathgart met Meyer soon after receiving 
the money, and confided to him the fact that 
be bad it in his possession. They could not 
withstand the temptation to carry out their 
juvenile ambition of having a grand time, 
and, ag out an extensive pleasure ex- 
cursion, boarded a train at Jersey City and 
started for Washington. Previously the 
money had been divided, so that 
they might travel on an equality. 
Arriving at Wasbington, they made a tour of 
the various public buildings, and visited 
many places of amusement. They also fre- 
quented improper resorts, spending the stolen 
money with prodigai liberality. Tiring of 
Washington at length, they went to St. Louis, 
where they repeated their pleasure-seeking, 
spending money so freely as to leave the pro- 
prietors of the hotels at which they stopped 
under the impression that they were the sons 
of merchant princes in the Metropolis. They 
dissipated a great deal, and finally went to 
Peoria, where they created a veritable sensa- 
tion by their wild doings. Finally they fell 
into the hands of the police at Peoria, and 
were brought before a magistrate, who or- 
dered their return to New York. 

Meantime Mr. William B. Williams, one of 
Cathgart’s employers, having obtained a clew 
to his whereabouts, started in pursuit of him, 
aud traced him from place to place uatil the 
arrest at Peoria. On Monday evening the 
two lads arrivedin Jersey City, where they 
were met by Police Captain Saunders and De- 
tective Mulvey, ofthis city, and taken into 
custody. 1 had still in their possession 
$1,100, which they would probably have 
squandered but for their sudden arrest. They 
were brought into court yesterday morning. 
Mr. Williams was present, but showed no in- 
clination to press a charge against either boy, 
giving as a reason the fact that their parents 
were well off and were desirous 
of keeping the adventures of 
their sons quiet. Young Cath- 
gart appeared to be thoroughly ashamed of 
the part he had played. and for deceiving 
employers from whom he had experienced 
nothing but kindness. Meyer was more self- 
possessed, and gave a vivid description of the 
scenes threugh which he and Cathgart had 
passed. e endeavored to exculpate him- 
self from all blame in the matter, and said he 
had striven from the outset to dissuade Cath- 
gart from the course he had pursued. The 
Magistrate apparentiy did not put much 
faith in his versionof the affair, and severel 
reprimanded him for his conduct. As bot 
prisoners were under age the charge of em- 
be zzlement could not be sustained, and they 
were discharged. Mr. Williams seemed to 
feel much sympathy for Cathgart, but he de- 
clared be would not take him back into his 
employment. 


Ihe English Army. 
From London Truth. 


W bat strikes the mind of the civilian is that 
we bave a small army, which generally breaks 
down in all its details whenever any call is 
made upon it, and that our artillery, which 
we are giventoregard as the best in the 
world, turns out to be not far from the worst, 
while our military expenditure is out of all 
proportion with results. The total military 
expentiture of the German army is £16,592, - 
000; on a peace footing it numbers 18,079 of- 
ficers and 400,935 rank and file; on a warfoot- 
ing 51,195 officers and 1,265,346 rank and file, 
all trained soldiers, while behind this vast 
force there are the landsturm and the troops 
of the fleld reserve. which would enable it to 
place.in the field 2,500,000 men without draw- 
ing on the last reserves. What, onthe other 
hand, is our position?’ Our army estimates 
amount to £15,645,000. For this we have 
7,384 officers and 127.675 rank and file, 46,000 
eprolled pensioners and Army Reserve force, 
137,556 Militiamen, 14,000 veomanry cavalry 
and 194,191 volunteers. It will be said that 
Germany can obtain men cheaper than we, on 
account of compulsory service, but making 
full allowance for the difference in the rate of 
pay to German and English soldiers of the 
regular army, this does not account for the 
— disproportion in expenditure and 
results. 


How They Make Milk in Springfield. 
From the Springfield (Mas3.) Republican, II. 
A Main street candy dealer found a large 
quantity of sticky stuff resembling ‘‘Dutch 
cheese” inagallon of milk which he was 
making into cream candy yesterday morn- 
ing, and on taking it to Inspector J. H. 
Smith the discovery was made that it was 
composed largely of starchand chalk. Sam- 
— of the milk, which was bought of the 
argest dealer in the city,a man who has al- 
ready been prosecuted for selling adulterated 
milk, were tested inthe usual way, and Mr. 
Smith thinks that the compound contains no 
genuine milk. It seemed to be genuine, so 
far as appearance and taste were concerned, 
and it stood the test of the lactometer with 
regard to body, but it is quite possible that 
it did not contain a drop of milk. Its true 
character would not be likely to be dis- 
covered in the ordinary uses of the house- 
hold, and it was an accident that its ingre- 
dients were precipitated by the peculiar pro- 
cess to which it was subjected yesterday. Mr. 
Smith fears that the adulteration of milk is 
more general than is usually supposed, for 
the milkmen have just as many customers to 
supply now as when milk was more abund- 
ant, and the temptation to increasethe quan- 

tity of milk by adulteration must be strong. 


Romance From the Maine Woods.

The Rothschild Family.

The Rothschilds have been attracting no lit - 
tle attention to themselves herein Paris by 
the announcement of their extension of their 
act of partnership, which expired September 
30 of this year, to 19056. The Paris branch of 
the famous family is quite large. The dow- 
ager Baroness Rothschild, who lives in the 
family mansion in the Rue Lafitte, had five 
children, Baron Alphonse, who is at this time 
the bead of the family; Baron Solomon, who 
died a long time ago; Baron Gustave, Baron 


cbuid. The venerable dowager is a veritable 
fountain of charity. She gives away hun- 
dreds of thousands of francs every year. In 
summer she lives in a splendid country house 
at Boulogne, where apartments for each one 
of her sons and daughters are kept constantly 
inorder. Baron and Baroness Alphonse 
Rothschild live in the oldjmansion in the Rue 
Saint Florentin, where Talleyrand once resid- 
ed. They are gay and extremely fond of so- 
ciety, and are seen everywhere in the monde; 
the Baroness is one of the most accomplish- 
ed equestriennes who frequent the Bois de 
Boulogne. Her husband is an enthusiastic 
patron of the turf. He has stables at Meaut- 
riff and at Chantilly, and lavishes millions 
on them. Solomon Rothschild was 
a delicate-minded man, fond of con- 
versation, books, pictures, and society. His 
widow has a daughter who will, it is said, be 
the richest heiress in the Paris family. 
Baron Gustave is the only one whohas mar- 
ried outside the family. One of the sons of 
the late Nathaniel Rothschild has just pur- 
chased the splendid mansion of Count Polstoi, 
inthe Avenue de Friedland; and another, 
named Arthur, spends his lifein collecting 
books. It is said that no one else in France ex- 
cept the Duke d' Aumale possesses such in- 
estimable treasures of rare editions and lux- 
urious binding as this young Rothschild. One 
of the latest additions to. the delegates in 
Paris of this phenomenaliy rich family is 
Baron Adolphe Rothschild, of Naples, who 
has closed out his business, and retired with 
the serenity of conscience promoted by the 
knowledge of the possession of a fortune of 
186,000,000 francs. He may be seen now and 
then inthe Bois, lolling negligently in the 
blue carriage which is one ofthe pecu!iar- 
ities ofthe house. Heis a gress collector, 
and will spend hundreds of thousands of 
francs upon any trifle which he happens to 
consider that he must have. Thereis but one 
Catholic in the family, and thatisthe young 
Duchess of Grammont, who, it will be 
membered, was the daughter of Baron Roth- 
schild, of Frankfort-on-the-Main, one of the 
richest members of the group.

Those phy- 
siclans are either humbugs or else they have 
never had a case of diphtheria. I have some- 
times treated as many as thirty cases success- 
fully, and then I have lost half a dozen, one 
right after another. Itis a disease that has 
different degrees of malignancy. One yearits 
attacks may be very mild, and at its next visit 
it may kill almost every who becomes infected 
with it. As for the present epidemic of 
diphtheria, [am afraid that we have only seen 
the beginning of it. When I see a diphtheria 
patient I can generally make up my mind 
whether he can be saved or not.

She said, however that 
she would be unable to go to work for à cou- 

e of days, as she was compelled to take the 

orse and bugey to her father’s place 
in the bottoms opposite Canton, Mo. She 
then left, and it was not supposed that the 
would return, the belief prevailing at the 
hotel that she had merely resorted to a ruse 
to get a night’s lodging and meals. However 
she did return two days afterward, and has 
been at work ever since, proving a faithtu! 
and eflicient servant. 

Some time ago Mr. John Richards, who has 
been very active in running down horse. 
thieves in this and adjoining counties, receiy. 
ed word that a horse and buggy had been 
stolen from the town of Clinton, in De Witt 
county,and that it had been tracked to Adams 
county. Having a description of the turnout, 
he immediately commenced search for it, and 
went to Canton, Mo.,to begin inquiries. 
There he met a young man named Barton 
about nineteen years of age, who with hic 
father formerly lived in De Witt count}, but 
who bad been employed on the levee work 
for more than a year,and in conversation 
Barton said he had been west of Canton 
to procure. pasturage for horses. Richards 
continued his search, and was not long in 
finding the horse, and also in ascertaining that 
young Barton had crossed the river with it a 
Canton and sold it. It was not 
1 that Barton could be 

een the thief, as he had been in this county 
along time, and had lived on the place 
owned by Richards. It was learned in De 
Witt county that the horse had been taken 
from where it was hitched in Clipton and 
driven away; and that after leaving the town 
it had goneright bythe home of its owner, 
William Smith, the horse endeavoring to 
turn inat the gate. The buggy tracks were 
so plain that it was easy to follow the road 
taken, and there was no difficulty in tracing 
the rig in this direction. It was also learned 
that this woman's name was Lucy Barton, 
and that she was a notorious horse-thief in 
De Witt county, where she had stolen severa/ 
valuable animais and suceessfully made away 
with them.

ancient religions of the East were dying out 
was erroneous. Lying below the relazions of 
Buddha and Confucius was an ancient super- 
stition which was almost impregnable. [he 
revival of Buddhi:m was evident, and they 
had just erected a marble temple in Kioto, 
costmg $200,000, Which would adorn Fifth 
avenue. The speaker said the idols wor- 
shipped m the Hindoo temples were of the 
most shocking and obsoene character. While 
in Hindostan he dined wiih several Brah- 
mins of the highest caste who hal been con- 
verted to Christianity. The Engiish lan- 
guage, he saic. was rapidly coming in favor 
in China and Japan, in which latter country 
he bad addressed over fifty native young 
men who understood all his words. He 
suid much good was expected by the 
Christian peopie of Greece from the in roduc- 
tion ofthe Bible in the Greek schools. He 
thought France needed American missiona- 
ries on account of the rationalistic and liber- 
alizing spiritof the native Protestants. In 
conciusion he asserted that Americans, by 
reason of their training, madethe best mis- 
sionaries. He would not send unmarried 
men to do mission work, nor inexperienced 
young women.

The combination system! has 
established great threugh lines with wide- 
spreading connections, and all the aggrega- 
tion of allied roads is operated upon a plan of 
mutual support which inevitably involves a 
vigorous war against all competitors in the 
same territory. Sucha road as the Cincin- 
nati Southern, if made a portion of one of the 
great Southern combinations, would be vastly 
more powerful for the good of Cincinnati, 
through the far-reaching connections of the 
combined system, even though that system 
were under the control of Eastern capital, 
than it can possibly be as now managed by 
Cincinnati men. 

This is a defense of the theory that one 


man can manage the railroads of the coun- 
try better than a hundred. Itis the doctrine 
of consolidation and eentralization, so dis- 
tasteful to every sensible and intelligent 
lover of Democracy. If one-man power is a 
desirable thing in the management of rail- 
ways ina Republic, then one-man power 
is desirable in matters of govern- 
ment. The great railway kings 
are all opposed to the pigmy States 
and the annoyances which they inflict on 
the great through lines by their varied 
forms of legislation, and they have a stand- 
ing appeal in Washington for general leg- 
islation on the subject of railways. TBhey 
are the most open and avowed foes that 
the Republic has to contend with. It is 
almost a pity that some man like Jay Gould 
can’t consolidate allthe newspapers of the 
country under one management and then 
send the Foolkiller around to depopulate 
the Republican office.

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Mr. Lightner Explains His Course With 
the Slop Contract. 


In a speech made before the City Council 
upon theslop contract question, Mr. Jobn H. 
Lightner criticised the action of the Board of 
Health, and in the meeting of tlie board last 
night Dr. Conery opened the ball by criti- 
cising Mr. Lightner’s speech. The Doctor 
said that for one he had given 
the words lowest and best bidder’’ 
a wider meaningthan was usually coupled 
to them.He wanted to let the contract just as 
if it were a contract of hisown. He stated 


further that he had no nigger in the wood - 
pile,’’? and whenever an insult was offered to 
the Board he proposed to resent it. 

Mr. Lightner replied that he had always 
construed the words lowest and best bid- 
der’’ to mean the lowest bidder who fur- 
nishes sufficient security. The action 
of the Board was in direct conflict 
with the spirit and the letter of the law. Mr. 
Lightner said that he had not said anything 
oiensive tothe Board, but he could have 
done so if he had wished. There was very 
much more in the affair than had yet come to 
light. 8 

Dr. Spiegelhalter explained that he had re- 
jected the lowest bid because the lowest bid - 
— — rendered himself personally offensive 
to him. 

Alter some animated discussion Dr. Conery 
said that he inferred from current report 
that the members of the Board were damned 
scoundrels. This is the first instance in the 
history of the Board of Health wherein Dr. 
Conery, since his appointment on account of 
his father-in-law’s influence in the City Coun- 
cil, has ern 0 — any sense of the situation. 
His inference has almost the weight of an af- 
fidavit, and evinces a judgment and a dis- 
crimination for which the people of 
this city have not heretofore given Dr. Conery 
credit. But, whether he is correct in his in- 
ference or not, he has evidently caught the 
public feeling on the matter and voiced it with 
a neatness and conciseness that would have 
done credit to Edmund Burke. The meeting 
last night of the assembled Solons who look 
after the city’s health displayed the fine points 
of several ofthe gentlemen in no enviable light. 
Dr. Spiegelhalter, for instance, has never been 
remarkable for anything but the vastness 
of his want of mformation. He has passed a 
long life in the careful and conscientious ac- 
quisition of ignorance and stupidity until he 
stands alone to-day, with the unique reputa- 
tion of being 

THE MOST CHUCKLE-HEADED IDIOT 
in the Board of Health. When he spreads 
the dark wings oi his ignorance over 
a subject he causes an obscurity 
only equalled by a solar eclipse. But even 
Dr. Spiegelhalter surpassed himself inalleging 
as a sufficient reason for rejecting a bid by 
which the city of St. Louis would be $3,000 
better off annually that the lowest bidder had 
insulted him. Itis an open question whether 
Dr. Spiegelhalter can tell when a man is of- 
fending him: and ifthe finances of this city 
are to be prostituted to the gratification 
of kis private and personal animosities, it 
will be very uncertain. As far as Mr. Fran- 
eis 1s concerned, he does not appear promi - 
ne ntly in the meeting, but the public gener - 
ally understand, it is to be hoped, that he is 
the Deus ex machind, the powerfbehind the 
screen, which makes the marion- 
ettes play their fantastic tricks 
before high heaven. The question 
atissue isa very simple one, and has been 
stated witn cruel conciseness by 
Mr. John H. Lightner, a gen- 
tleman who is an anachronism 
in the Board of Health, and whose devotion 
to duty and common sense have rendered him 
personally unpleasant to every other mem- 
ber in the Board. Mr. Light- 
ner called for the record and 
showed that the same faree which 
the board are now trying to play had been 
eracted in 1876. He had protested then and 
he protested now against the bold and ille- 
gal way in which the money of the 
city had been squandered. Bids 
were opened on March 29, 1876, and the con- 
tract was not awarded until the following 
August. There were ten low- 
er bidders than Mr. Hardy then, 
but Mr. Hardy got the contract. 
Bids were first called for the present contract 
in August last, and here in December 
the old contractor was still doing 
the work at 900 a year more 
than he himself asked, and at about $4,000 a 
year more than another man would do the 
work for. He closed his remarks by 
asking why the Board advertised for 
bids. His idea was that if the Board meant 
to give the contract to the highest bidder they 
might as well do it at once. 
MR. LIGHTNER’S QUESTION 

was not answered. In fact, the 
Board is not expert in answering questions. 
When the bear leaders have decided upon 
a course of action they tell 
the Board [what to do, and the 
Board does tt. Hereafter it would be well 
for the parties in the background to provide 
the Boar with a number of suitable 
answers. to possible questions, as the 
event proves that the physicians of. the Board 
have only si’ * vague and dim ideas 
of why k. Hardy must be 
slop collector. Mr. Henry Overstolz, 
the present Mayor of the city, is not 
displaying his customary acuteness in this 
connection, and among those who {know a 
great deal ef surprise is expressed that he 
does not disavow any connection with 
the job, and clear himself of the 
drag which this slop contract will be in the 
spring, by distinctly and conclusively putting 
himself on record against the little game. 

It is a given fact, of course, that the slop 
contract carries the First Ward, 
but unfortunately it will not 
carry more than that, and a better campai 
document could not possibly be put in the 
hands of the opposition.

To turn over tothe city the profits on this 
company’s manufacture of gas over and above 
the sum of $240,000 yeariy, this stated sum 
of $240,000 for the stockho/ders not to be in- 
creased until the city’s annual interest reach- 
es $100,000, at which time the profits over 
and above these figures are to be equally 
divided. 

The city to have tree representatives in 
the board of directors anda sta'ement of the 
business ofthe Gas Company tobe made to 
the Comptroller once every thirty days. 

The propositions the city wants granted by 
the company in view of an extension of fran- 
hise for twenty years from 1890 are as fol- 

ows:
